MAKING 
OF KID 
GLOVES. 


Some Idea of the Extent of the 
Business and the Care 
Itcqulred. 


Wo are informed tbat nearly all tbo 


gloves sold in this country aru made in 
France and Germany. They are cut at the 
laotoric'8 and Bowed in the surrounding 
country. 
Italy, Sweden, England, and 


some other countries, manufacture gloves, 
but not to the exteut of France and Gur 
many. Tlie kids of which gloves are 
made are taken from the mother before 
they are weaned, ao tbat the skin mar be 
of perfect quality. The other animals of 
whose skins gloves are manufactured aro 
•Very carefully raised. They are never al- 
lowed in any but the smoothest pastures, 
for a scratch from a stuno or twig would 
unfit the ekln for use. 


There are no kid gloves of any conse. 


quence manufactured (in this country, fur 
the reason that it costs a gieat deal more 
lhan to import tbeni. It is tho cheapness 
of labor on the ol her side of tho water that 
makes (hem cost BO little over there. 
People complain of the high price ol 
gloves in this country, when in Europe 
ihey are so cheap. Perhaps we are a little 
overcharged, but then it should be borne 
tn mind tbat tbe Custom House dues are 
fifty per cent., and that there are great 
riaks in the liusiueep. 


To give some idea of bow great an un 


dcrlaking tbe maoufacturu ol kid gloves 
is: Tbe tanning or dressing of tbe kids 
preparatory to dying requires twunty-fonr 
different manipulations 
And among tbe 


twenty-four manipulations which consti- 
tute the dressing of tbe skin, there is one 
which requires tbat it should pass through 
eleven different hands; for the making, it 
passes through fifty-six. This fact will 
make tbe reader undarstand the quantity 
of labor necessary for this delicate pro- 
duction, which is destined to last so short 


time 
A ekin, to be dressed, must pass through 


13S bands, tbo operation of dyeing re- 
quires 18' manipulations, tbe cutting out 
34, the sewing 17, the putting in dozens 
and packing 12. A glove, from the state 
skin with tbe hair on to that of tbe finished 
;love, passes through 310 hands 
One 


large manufactory in France employs 
6,700 hands, viz : dressers, 260; dyers and 
openers, 40; gloren, 24U; clerks and over- 
seers, CO; undertaken of sewing, 40; 
seamstresses, 4,150 


This establishment dresses every year 


600,000 kid skins, French and foreign. It 
dyes 513,000 kid skins, and cuts out 900,- 
000 pairs of bid.gloves, which are sewn in 
different departments. (The sewing of a 
woman's small glove comprises 2,500 
stitches.) Tbe dressing and dyeing to 
tether require 1,000,000 yolks of eggs. 
Tbe yolks of eggs are1 employed in dresi- 
ng the skins and dyeing. The whites are 
used for making albumen. It may be that 
n course of time kid glove making will be 
among tbe industries of America, but it Is 
exceedingly doubtful^

Let our workingmcn bear in 
mind that tho depression in business is 
general throughput .the world, and that 
the price of labor has bocn still more 
lowered in Europe than in the United 
States. For the third time within the 
last throe years the wages of miners 
and colliers have been diminished in 
Grout Britain, so much that before tha 
latest lowering the weekly wages had 
already fallen from £3, or $15, to £2,. 
or 810, and now they are still less than 
that. In Germany, at the celebrated 
Krupp iron works of Essen, where 12,- 
000 workmen wore employed, only 41,- 
000 are kept at work, and that at very 
greatly decreased wages, and the labor- 
ers were officially and bruta'ly notified 
that any one of them who should com- 
plain would be dismissed immediately.
